-Jehardson Speaks Oubs Presept 

On India and Asia 


Local n«fes8or Rclatea Expe- 
riences While Studying 
Eastern Philosophy 

^ An aeeoant of his experienees in In* 
din and Asia studying the philosophy of 
the East was relate by Dr. Edward 
Elliott Richardson, Elton Professor of 
Mental and Moral Philosophy, in a 
talk given at the University Friday 
momina, Marrh 24. Dr. 

Mcently returned to Washington 
after six months of travel and study 
which took him around the world. 

Much of his time in the Blast was 
spent in converse with groups of Budd- 
hists. Hindus, and Monammedana, 
Mining firat-hand knowledge of the 
ideas of these three great religions 
which he has studied for many years. 

^ The Indian, Dr. Richardson emphasized, 
makes no distinction between religion 
and philoeophv. Philosophy is not an 
academic subject, but a living thing 
with these peoples. 

The hignest gratification of his ! 
travels came when, after an afternoon j 
spent in friendly question and party 
with a group of Indians, Dr. Richard-! 
Son was saluted, upon leaving them, as 
'^honored teadier.** He was invit^ by 
the group, which Included the mayor, 
the postmaster and the superintenmnt 
I of the canal in the Indian town where 
the itaeeting occurred, to "stay and 
( taach 08 Hinduism." 

Judgae "Dynamite Meeting" 

Dr. Richardson told an amusing In- 
cident of being asked to attend, as an 
"observer," a meeting at which the 
question was to be discussed of whether 
India would benefit through wostemiza- 
Upn— a subject, he said, which was 
*fkwught with dynamite." Supposing 
that so active participation would be 
expected of an "observer,” he went, and 
was alarmed to find that he was to act 
ks judge. Here, Dr. Richardson said 
with a smile, "the great subject of phil- 
osophv came to my rescue, for I talked 
in glittering generalities of a philo- 
' sophical kind and so got out of it by 
taking neither side." 

Amelia is used to the idea of send- 
ing missionaries to India, but seldom 
raalisss that the Hindu in his turn looks 
upon this country as a fertile soil for 
proselytism and is even now busy on 
our west coast, the speaker observed. 
He axplaiaed that the Hindu, under- 
standing that not all of our people for- 
mally profess Christianity, looks upon 
those who do not sa prospects for con- 
version since he cannot understand bow 
uay man can be without religion. 

Dr. Richardson will give a further 
discussion of eastern philosophy before 
4 the Philosophy Club of the University 
tomorrow nignt.

Beaumont Society 
Introduced Here 

Dr. Walter Freeman, Faculty 
Advisor of Group, Deliv- 
ers Address 

The newly formed undergn^aduate 
medical society named in honor of Wil- 
liam Beaumont was introduced to the 
George Waehington University Med- 
ical student body on March 7. 

Tho introductory remarks were made 
by Dr. Walter Freeman, faculty ad- 
visor of the society, who explained tho 
purpose of the' society and the bene- 
fits which would be derived from its 
work. Dr. Freeman told how the un- 
dergraduate medical society was 
brought to this country from H)din- 
burgh, Scotland, fie said although 
such societies are not active in our 
local medical schools he hoped there 
would be a new InUreet in them in the 
future. In conclusion Dr. Freeman 
said the purpoee of undergraduate 
medical societies is to instill the 
thought of individual investigation in- 
to medical students. 

Discussea ^perimenta 
The next speaker was Dr. Everett! 
A. Albritton who gave an interesting 
account of Beaumont's experiments in 
regards to human physiology. He 
showed how Bekumont in his records 
of his work on St. Martin was devoted 
to the, truth of what he saw and that 
he made his deductions socordingly, 
not being influenced by the then ac- 
cepted UiMriee. Beaumont studied 
the secretions from the stomach of 
Elixis St. Martin in regard to their 
chemical make-up and as to the length 
of time it took different foods to 1^ 
digested in the stomach. William Beau- 
mont's work on St. Martin was the 
outstanding accomplishment of his life. 
Beaumont was able to work on St. 
Martin through a simple gastric fis- 
tula whito St Martin developed follow- 
ing a Mn shot wound. 

Paper on Beaumont's Lift 
Harry Eldar, president of the 
s^iet^ gave a paper on Beaumont’s 
life. Beaumont was raised on a farm 
which he left early in his youth be- 
cause of his desire to investigate 
Mience and the fields of higher learn- 
ing. He taught school when he was 
a very young man. This was only as 
a means to an end, to study medicine. 
Beaumont did not learn his medicine 
at school but aa an apprentice to an- 
other doctor and from his reading. 

Glen Plneock presented a paper 
on the relation of William Beaumont 
to the case of Elixis St Martin. He 
told of the troubles, patience and per- 
sistence that was so characteristic of 
Beaumont's work. Beaumont was 
fired with the ambition to discover all 
that was possible ^bout the stomach 
in regard to Ha funetionB from his 
patient St Martin, but circumstances 
prevented him from completing his 
study of toe case. 

Paul Caae gave the laai paper of 
the evening. He spoke of Beaumont’s 
professional life which further proved 
toe greatness of Beaumont. ' 

Holda G. W. U. Degree 
On March 6, 1883 William Beaumont 
received the honorary degree of Doctor 
of Medicine from The George Wash- 
ington University, then called Ck>1um- 
bian College. It is because of Beau- 
mont'e ideals, character and renown 
in the past medical history of this 
country and also that he wae a holder 
of The George Waehington University 
degree of Doctor of Medicine that hH 
name was selected for the name of 
this new medical society. 

This meeting wae hrid one hundred 
years, almost to the day, i^ter Beau- 
mont received his degree. For this 
reason the entire program of the even-, 
ing was devoted to Dr. Beaumont. 


Statement of Student Council

Srestions submitted and definite action was taken thereon. It was 
evident that numerous opinions were entertained by members of 
the Council as to the advisability of the suggested changes. After 
lengthy deliberation it was decided to report our findings to the 
new Council which will be elected this spring; that as many mem- 
bers as possible should run for reelection taking as campaign issues 
the various items of suggested reorganization; and that other can- 
didates be urged to express themselves on these matters. In this 
way the student body would become Informed as to the problems 
confronting our student government; sentiment would be crys- 
talized. The Student Council of next year would then be able to take 
action advisedly and would have public opinion behind it. 

It is not wise to make drastic changes hurriedly of a nature sug- 
gested by Professor Roberts. They should be effected gradually 
and be morfe of an evolutionary process. Immediate action was not 
recommended by Professor Roberts. In fact, he stated the establish- 
ment of an ex-officio Council, composed of activity heads, should 
be developed gradually and through experimental processes. 

Such caucuses and meetings as the one held last week are to be 
encouraged and will go a long way in getting the issues clearly be- 
fore those entrusted with the responsibilities of student govern- 
ment. |t is hoped that more of them will be held and that students 
will interest themselves in this problem and make their views 
known to their representatives on the Student Council and to the 
leaders of the various activities. 

This statement is made by direction of the Student Council and 
is explanatory of the combined view of Its members.

The rapid growth of the Division of 
University and Extension Students 
merits comment. Organized in 1980 
under the direction of Professor Elmer 
Louis Kayser, the Division already in- 
cludes 1147 University students, be- 
sides a number of extension students. 

One purpose of the Division is to 
make available the benefits of univer- 
sity training to men and women over 
21 years of age not qualified to enter 
the regular University divisions. Uni- 
versity students include those who, be- 
cause of inadequate preparatory educa- 
tion, are not qualified to enter a regu- 
lar University division, but in whose 
aptitude for study University officials 
are satisfied ; and those whose prepara- 
tory education is adequate but irregu- 
lar, who must spend some time in this 
Division before transferring to a regu- 
lar division of the University. 

The second feature of the Division 
is its extension servios, whereby any 
group, local or distant, may apply to 
toe University for instructors or faciU- 
tiss for stu^. In this way oourses in 
life insurance underwriting and in 
camp leadership have been established. 
Still in its infancy, the extension ser- 
vice toould oome into increasingly 
wider use. 

The Importance of the Division is 
shown in ito 1147 university students, 
who could not attend the University 
except for the institution of this Divi- 
sion; and in the work the extension 
series performs in advertising and 
broadening the scope of University 
activities.

Dr. Munroe, the inventor of smoke- 
less powder and of tho principle of de- 
tonation known aa the "Munroe effect,” 
was the first to try to Introduce the 
study of chemical technology Into the 
univeraitiss. His contributTons to the 
literature of chemical eeience have been 
enormous. He holds the degree of B.8. 
from Harvard, and of Ph.D. and LL.D. 
(from The George Waehington Univer- 
sity.

In 1892 he came to The George Wash- 
ington University, serving from that 
date until 1917 ae head professor of 
chemistry and acting alio, from 1892 
to 1898, as dean of the Corcoran Scien- 
tific School, and from 1893 to 1917 ae 
dean of the School of Graduate Sta- 
dias. 

Since 1917 he has been an emeritui 
professor.

Of course, Prof, Roberts' idea 
was taken from a university where the various activities are 
elective, and consequently the Student Council personnel would 
be elects to their position and bold their position ip the Council 
because they had convinced the student body of their ability 
to hold that position. In this University, while it might be 
based on merit, it is not on the opinion of the student body. 

He said that no activity is elected by the student body here. 
(He was reminded that women’s athletics are.) Just the same, 
he feels that it is not representative of the student body. If 
the heads of these activities want to be on the Student Council 
why not go out and get elected on the Student Council. If they 
cannot do this, why should they expect to be placed on the Coun- 
cil in an ex-off Iclo capacity T In other words, one of the associate 
editors of The Hatchet spent about two hours telling us the 
t)rpe of man it takes to make a good reporter ; that his primgry 
interest should be journalism; that The Hatchet comes first; 
and that he is not interested in other things, but in The Hatchet. 
Then later he says that The Hatchet should be composed of these 
maniacs in the form of members of the Student (Jouncil. 

Goode Scores Present Methods 
Goode thinks Roberts’ scheme might be all right, but not with 
our present methods at the University. If they do not get the 
personnel on the Student 0>uncil they should, it is not the fault 
of the organization of the Council. 

Kathleen Watkins suggested that one reason might be that 
they are required to have one from each school and that there 
may not be excellent nuterial in all the schools. 

Dorothy Neiss said that some schools will lose interest in the 
Council if they have no representation. Haley says that the 
Law School would be left out under the new system. 

Billings believes that a happy medium between the two would 
be best. 

Betty Coon says that is The Hatchet’s idea. 

Billings says that unless the Ck)uncil wishes to reconsider the 
action of the last meeting, that it is a little late to discuss it 
now. Coon does not think the right kind of people could be 
gotten now, at this time of year, 

Haley said it might be interesting to note that there was once 
a Council here composed of elected members and one of leaders 
of activities. 

Goode said that if the Student Council were what it should 
be, that it would be a governing body of the University. He 
cannot see why that power should be concentrated in the hands 
of the activities. Goode also says that there is not much admin- 
istration of activities anyway for the Student (Council to do, 
and he cannot see anything where the Council has any particular 
definite need or connection -with the activities. 

(For the information of Wenzl, who arrived just a few minutes 
before.) Billings said the original question was whether the 
Council wanted to remind ’The Hatchet that a decision had been 
made and that, therefore, certain action had bfeen taken. Billings 
does ndt want it to appear that the meeting is being held to pan 
The Hatchet. Wenzl says that that would 1» nothing new. 
Billings said that it really can do no harm as it creates an in- 
terest in both The Hatchet and Student Council. 

Authorise Statement by President 

Haley moved that the president of the Council be authorized 
to submit a statement to The Hatchet explaining the attitude 
of the Council. Coon suggested that the motion made last meet- 
ihg be iHiblished. 

Watkins seconded Haley’s motion. 

Goode wanted to know what kind of a sUtement would bo .. 
made to 'The Hatchet. 

Billings said it would be to the effect that action had been 
taken on the matter of reorganization and that no change would 
be made this year, and that it should bo left to the incoming 
Council also that candidates for election be urg^ to include this 
in their campaign platforms so that sentiment might be crys- 
taiized around the University and so that the Ckmncil would be 
better advised and qualified to act upon the matter. 

There was an unanimous vote in favor of the motion. 

Billings asked a member of the committee on by-laws, etc., to 
get the exact wording of the motion, so that it might be in- 
clude in the statement. 

Wenzl said he had discussed the matter of the Band with 
MalkUs, and apparently Malkus was under ttie impression that 
the Band had been carrying-on properly. Wenzl said that the 
Band had never been so well organized or such a well function- 
ing unit as it is at the present time. They have such a brother- 
ly spirit, but this may be due in part to the proposal to organize 
a Band Fraternity. He believes such a fraternity has its ad- 
vantages. 

Wenzl l.auda Work of Band 

Wenzl said that the Band could not perform during the win- 
ter season, but that in the spring the Council would probably 
see that they have greatly improved. He thinks Malkus has 
done a s^ood job. 

Wenzl had said at a previous meeting of the Council that 
there is |670 of the band’s fund remaining for .its use. He want- 
ed to correct the Impression that this was a surplus. The amount 
they they can use is unlimited and there are many essential 
instruments lacking, in spite of the fact that they recently spent 
$300 for new instruments. He thinks some action will have 
to be taken by the Council on the future of the Band, bscause 
they cannot operate without funds. The band wants to dlspurse 
the fund now on hand for new instrumenU. He stated that Mar- 
^n was favorably Impressed with the idea that the administra- 
tion should in some way provide for them. 

Wenzl thinks some pressure by the Student Council would 
be a good idea. This would help to divorce the Council from the 
band and leave it under a permanent man— MaDcus, for example. 

Watkins wanted to know if there is any more money due to 
be paid out this year. Wenzl said about $800 in sal^; that 
there is still a considerable amount of money available in the 
Student Union Fund raised by the OuncU a year wr » a^. 

Billings says that any complaint alleged a^nst the Band was 
due to tteir failure to appear at basket ball games, in spite of 
the fact that they were reminded to do so at the last two games 
bv the Council.
